Selectmen by precinct, bylaw 
changes top town meeting agenda

A transfer of funds to cover a 
school budget deficit, bylaw 
changes to open the door to town 
sponsored affordable housing 
projects, and sclectmen elected by 
Precincts will all be under con- 
sideration at a November 14 special 
town meeting. 

To date, 12 articles are on the 
warrant, which will officially close 
September 23. The deadline for 
petitioned articles was last Friday. 

Some officials are already antic 
pating a crowd at November’ 
meeting ‘because of the contro- 
versial type articles to be brought 
to voters. At Monday's board 
meeting, sclectmen reviewed a 
draft copy of the warrant. 

Article 12, to change the number 
of selectmen from five to seven and 
have one selectman elected from 
each of the six precincts and one at 
large, generated the most discus- 
sion. The article states that select- 
men must reside in the precinct 
from which they are elected. 

Selectmen said the article raised 
such procedural questions as whe- 
ther voters only get to vote for 
their own selectman and the 
selectman at large or the whole 
board. They questioned the article's 
intent and the legal process to 
change the Town Charter. It was 
felt the town meeting vote is only 
the first step in a long process 
which sees the issue going to the 
State legislature and voters in a state 
election. Selectmen asked that town 
counsel review the article before 
the public hearing scheduled for 
November 1. 

‘The article's petitioner, Dennis 
Volpe of Reed Street, said the intent 
of the article was to have better 
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representation for all Wilmington 
citizens. He told the Town Crier he 
felt "residents are entitled to haye a 
sclectman who has a vested interest 
in their precinct and the ncigh- 
borhood they live in." Volpe added 
that according to his article, 
citizens would only vote for the 
selectman from their precinct and 
the selectman at large. 

Three of the articles on the 
warrant deal with amendments to 
zoning bylaws for planned 
residential development (PRD), 
inclusionary housing, and acces- 
sory apartments. The amendments, 
which have been under intense 


review by the “Affordable Housing * 


Task Force and the Wilmington 
Planning Board, primarily address 
ways to increase density to make it 
more attractive to developers to 
build affordable units for the town. 

Three of the warrant articles 
relate to the Wilmington School 
System, One asks to transfer "a sum 
of money" to cover a budget 
shortfall in fiscal year 1988. To 
date, that amount comes to 
approximately $155,000. Articles 
seven and eight seck a change in the 
number of members serving on the 
school board from six to seven and 
five members, respectively. Pro- 
ponents hope such a change will 
avoid any deadlock situations such 
as occurred over the chairmanship 
of the current committee. It was 
noted by s¢lectmen that this is not a 
Town Charter amendment since the 
decision to change the board from 
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three to six members was originally 
made in a town meeting in the 
1920's. 

Though it didn't lead to much 
discussion, article one is interesting 
in that it asks for a transfer of funds 
to allow the town to hire a profes- 
sional planner and to do a 21E 
report or hazardous materials study 
on a South Main Strect site adjacent 
to the old town dump. This same 
site was under consideration by the 
housing authority for a duplex 
affordable housing project. At that 
time, the feeling was to leave the 
site alone because it might place a 
burden on the taxpayer if hazar- 
dous menceiels ‘were found on site. 


Primary Thursday 

A thin turnout is expected for the 
Massachusetts state primary on 
Thursday. Polls will open at 7 a.m. 
and remain open until 8 p.m. 

The election will select candidates 
for the November ballot. In most 
cases, however, there is no contest 
for any office on the primary 
ballot. Voters must take cither a 
Republican or a Democratic ballot, 
with voters registered in one party 
restricted to voting in that party. 
An independent voter may take 
either ballot, but in so doing will 
become enrolled as a voter of that 
party. If the voter wants to remain 
as an independent, a card must be 
filed with the town clérk. 

Polls will be at the Town Hall for 
voters from precincts 1, 2 and 5. 
Voters from precincts 3, 4 and 6 
will vote at the Wildwood School.

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Town to pursue legal 
action against Horan?

For the first time in a public 
session, the question of pursuing 
legal action against former Supe- 
rintendent of Schools Robert Horan 
for a shortfall in the FY'88 budget 
was raised. 

At Tuesday's meeting of the 
Wilmington Finance Committee, 
Walter Kaminski brought up the 
issue with visiting school com- 
mittee members. Kaminski asked 
Shirley Callan, James Detnos, and 
Bob Surran if the question of taking 
legal action had ever been con: 
sidered by their board since the 
budget problems arc a reflection on 
Horan's job performance. Commit- 
tcemen replied there had been no 
such discussion and they had not yet 
held anyone responsible 

As a voter and taxpayer, Kamin- 
ski urged the school board to 
consider legal options and seck 
direction from the district 
attorney's office 

"You're in an overrun position. 
Who's going to pay for it?” he 
asked. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said any discussion on possible legal 
action should only take place in 
executive session 

A good part of the evening was 
devoted to a suggestion by Kamin- 
ski to have an outside firm conduct 
an operational audit. Unlike a 
financial audit, the operational 
audit would look at‘ school 
department procedures and ways to 
best safeguard the assets of the town 


in the future, Those in attendance 
favored the idea, especially when 
Stapezynski pointed out it could 
probably be” funded with the 
$20,000 set aside for the annual 
audit. 

Kaminski strongly recommended 
an outside firm handle the job to 
maintain objectivity and avoid any 
political overtones. Fincom 
members felt it would be beneficial 
to have the school commitice unite 
behind the audit. Members of the 
school committee had twice voted 
against’ motions by Callan to 
conduct an independent audit of 
school books, largely because of the 
expense to the system. The three 
committecmen agreed to bring the 
suggestion back to their board. 

Admitting "we're right in the 
middle of a mess,” Kaminski and 
fellow fincom members struggled 
with ways to resolve some of the 
budget problems and assure 
residents a crisis of such 
proportions will never occur again 
They agreed with Stapczynski that 
the deficit should be viewed as "a 
town problem.” They felt it would 
require cooperation of all parties to 
rebuild the “integrity” of the school 
department. 

Mark Lutz observed that every- 
thing seems to be “in complete 
turmoil,” but he was especially 
concerned that some school 
personnel and the public still don't 
realize spending can continue on 
the current FY '89 budget. He 
emphasized that only outstanding

ended June 30, were not being paid 
at this time, It was mentioned that if 
voters did not okay a transfer of 
funds in November, vendors would 
have legal recourse to obtain any 
money owed.

Callan told those present that 
several home economics teachers 
were “mortified” Monday when 
they were refused credit at 
DeMoulas as they reached the cash 
register with food purchases for 
their classes and the Club 120 
luncheon program. Callan told this 
paper she learned DeMoulas is 
owed approximately $1,200. 
Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 
verified that figure and the fact that 
many vendors are owed money 
because bills have been piling up on 
his desk since May. Those bills, he 
has said, needed Horan’s signature 
before they could be paid 

Callan also pointed out that no 
credit had been extended for 
lumber for industrial arts classes 
and there are unpaid bills from the 
Xerox Corporation, primarily for 
maintenance of copiers. She said 

these situations concerned her 
because they directly affect students 
and teacher morale. 

"AL some point, they must have 
just stopped paying bills or paid just 
enough to keep the wolf from the 
door,” Callan maintained. 

Interim Supt. John Stella told the 
Town Crier that the lumber has 
been delivered, teachers can once 
again charge purchases at 
DeMoulas, and phone service, 
which was threatened last week, is 
still on in the system. Stella said"the 
town accountant helped school 

officials compose a letter - to 
vendors explaining the present 
predicament so they weren't kept in 
the dark, He added at this point he 
welcomes "any help we can get.”

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Second call for 
outside audit denied

A second call for an outside audit 
of the Wilmington School Depart- 
ment books was voted down five to 
one at last week's meeting of the 
school board as the budget deficit 
for last year climbed to $155,288. 

Though some committeemen 
agreed with Shirley Callan that it 
was time to submit to an indepen- 
dent audit, they nonetheless backed 
off when told the cost would be in 
the neighborhood of $25,000. 

“I want the audit now,” an ada- 
ment Callan told her committee. 
She said she didn't want to walk 
into the fall special town meeting 
unprepared to answer questions 
which might arise. The committee 
is hoping voters will okay a 
transfer of funds from the FY'89 
budget to cover the shortfall. A 
nine-tenths vote will be required to 
take such action. 

During Wednesday's meeting, 
Callan also outlined a list of con- 
cerns she had relative to possible 
improper expenditures of school 
funds. She noted that approxi- 
mately 18 school personnel had 
been given telephone credit cards 
which, she claimed, lends itself to 
the creation of "a country club 
atmosphere that's open to abuse.” 

Callan questioned why her com- 
mittee wasn't notified last month 
that June phone bills had to be paid 
by August 24°or school phones 
would be disconnected September 
10. Also under discussion were 
reimbursements for professional 
development courses, $900 for 
dues to the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of School Superintendents 
through June 1989, and the legality 
of the proposed transfer of funds in 
the fall. 

When Callan motioned to recall 
all credit cards, except that of 
Interim Supt. John Stella, Stella 
asked to delay any action until he 
reviews the next phone bill. 

"We should treat these respon- 
sible people as professionals,” he 
said of the cardholders. The board 
opposed recalling the cards in a five 


to one vote, 


Tony ‘Accardi’ warned against a 
“piecemeal” Approach to the budget 
crisis as Ahembers voted against 
placing“a temporary hold on late 
bi to save $150 each day. He 
as that the committee delay 
anymore decisions until Stella 
comes back to the board September 
21 with his recommended cuts for 
the current budget. 

Accardi told this paper he was 
angered over the “paranoia” of 
some committee members. 

"The paranoia is so thick it's 
crippling the system. Why aren't 
we looking at the whole picture? 
We seem to drag back to the same 
issues over and over again. And 
now people are afraid to sign the 
warrant,” Accardi said. 

‘This last was a reference to the 
lack of signatures by a majority of 
the board for a non-salary warrant 
which included the telephone bills. 
In a previous meeting, the pro- 
cedure for warrants was changed. 
Instead of only one member signing 
the warrant on a rotating basis, 
members felt it would be better to 
have at least four members sign the 
warrant to keep tabs on how school 
funds are being spent. A problem 
recently arose when a majority of 
members were not signing the 
warrants, for one reason or 
another. Motions to resolve the 
problem by placing the burden on 
the committee secretary and on 
both a majority of members for 
salary warrants and only the 
secretary for non-salary warrants 
failed. 

At one point, James Demos 
earned the approval of the large 
crowd when he called for a 
“positive attitude” on the part of the 
committee and faith in Stella to run 
the system, He urged a return to 
normalcy, asking members not to 
“continually rehash our mistakes.” 


Dembowski admits to- 
knowledge of deficit

In an attempt to get to the bottom 
of wh@had knowledge of the school 
budget shortfall in June, former 
chairman Tony Accardi lashed out 
at Assistant Supt.

Some people have sug- 
gested that Accardi knew of the 
deficit carly in the summer and 
attempted to cover it up.

35% of tested homes have Radon 


Thirty five percent of all homes 
tested recently for Radon in 
Wilmington were found to have a 
concentration of the gas in their 
homes. 

According to Health Director 
Greg Erickson, less than 100 
were tested on a voluntary Basis. He 
noted that most of those 
homeowners who elected to have 
the test done may have suspected 
they had radon. 

In the six neighboring towns 
which participated in the radon 
testing program, 33 percent of over 
600 homes tested were found to 
contain radon. 

Another radon testing program 
will go into effect this fall, most 
likely in November when homes 
are expected to be sealed tight 
against the cold weather, Residents 
wishing to participate will be able

Frankly speaking

For the first time in over twenty years, Massachusetts 
holds a state primary on a Thursday this year due to the 
Jewish holidays of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. And 
despite what some have claimed, it is more than this 
alteration in the voting schedule that will lead to an 
expected low voter turnout on September 15. 

With the exception of a few scattered races, the 
primary fails to offer the chief ingredient required to 
motivate any American voter -- candidates. In 
Wilmington, Tewksbury and beyond there's more 
chatter about the pledge of allegiance and National Guard 
service than who is going to be a step closer to a rep or 
senate seat come Thursday night. That's because most 
incumbents remain unchallenged, and the only political 
horse race in the news is the present ‘one-liners’ battle 
between presidential aspirants George Bush and Michael 
Dukakis. 

In fact, of 160 Massachusetts House seats, 88 are 
uncontested. And in the State Senate, 18 of 40 seats offer 
no competition. Ironically, the only excitement on the 
Democratic ballot in the Merrimack Vallcy is the county 
commissioners race, which usually attracts little 
attention. In Somerville, there's been a muddy (even by 
Somerville standards) race between two incumbents 
forced to battle for the same rep seat, caused by the 
recent redistricting. But locally, incumbent legislators 
are guarantced a ticket to the November 8 ballot. 

Also on the ballot Thursday are the Federal offices. 
Ted Kennedy is secking his God knows what term in the 
Senate, and is unopposed since no good (sane) Democrat 
would dare challenge one of the K's. Accordingly, 
Teddy has been spending more time helping his son 
Patrick steal a rep seat in Rhode Island, than making any 
appearances back home. His biggest fundraiser of the 
summer was a video party, where supporters raised 
moncy at their homes while guests watched Ted give a 
nice, little speech gn the VCR. Anyone who paid good 
money to watch a Ted Kennedy video needs a long, hot 
bath. 

Also unopposed on the Democratic ballot is Ed 
Markey, 7th District Congressman. Ed seeks another 
two years in the U.S. House, so that he can continue his 
lobbying efforts for Daniel Ortega. And in between trips 
to Managua, Markey will cast his traditional votes against 
the MX Missile, etc. There's a rather vivid reminder of 
that voting record down the street on Route 129 where 
the pink slips are being handed out at Textron. * 

But for the Democrats you have to give them this -- at 
least there are names on their ballot. The Republican 
primary looks even sadder. No candidates are vying for 
county offices or the U.S. House, though Joe Malone is 
Tunning for the chance to take on Senator Kennedy in the 
general election. Malone is unopposed in the Republican 
primary, as are Roy Williamson and Bob Avakian who 
will face off against two Democratic state reps in the 
general clection.: Williamson will challenge Rep. Geoff 
Beckwith, and Avakian will take on Rep, Augie Grace. 
Probably the brightest hope on the local scene for the 
Republicans is State Sen. Bob- Buell of Boxford, a 
candidate for re-election. In Tewksbury, Republicans 
looking for a state senator will find the name of Bill 
Mehlan on the ballot. Z ; 

So what's the reason for such a lack of candidates? 
Some have pointed their finger to the money issue. 
According to the Executive Director of Mass. Common 
Cause, Elizabeth Fay, "One important factor is the 
increasing amounts of money spent on campaigns in this 
state." In an interview on Tuesday, Fay said that any 
potential challenger to an incumbent would probably 

* reconsider their candidacy when they take a look at the 
campaign war chests that most Massachusetts politicians 
have established over the years. 

Limiting spending would be a great solution, but the 
Supreme Court said no in the 1976 landmark case of 
Buckley vs. Valeo.. Unless campaigns are funded with 
public dollars, spending caps can't be enforced by 
government. According to Elizabeth Fay, only 
candidates for the stafe's constitutional offices receive 
public money. 

Believe it or not, none of this is to encourage playing 
hookey on primary day. Voting is more than an 
obligation, it's a personal satisfaction in making your 
voice heard. But unfortunately, the lack of candidates 
this year puts a dent in that satisfaction. If limiting 
campaign spending isn't possible, limiting the terms of 
office might be the only way to open up the process, and 
bring the candidates in from the sidelines. 

For now, they simply can't afford to run for public 
office in the Bay State.

Criminals’ rights 
versus your rights

ugh is enough. If the state Legislature doesn't move quickly 
sdlve this mess, then a raging lawsuit is most definitely in order, 

‘The Bill of Rights to the U.S. Constitution guarantees freedom of 
the press. That means we in the news industry can print just about 
any damn thing we can prove, although the U.S. Supreme Court 
continually offers exceptions to the basic freedom so provided. 

The Open Meeting law in Massachusetts states that quite a few 
things can't be withheld from public scrutiny. The minutes of public 
meetings, for example, cannot be kept from public view. 

But criminal activity can be kept secret, indeed must be kept 
secret; under something called the "CORI" law. 

At few'shtort weeks ago; #'man was arrested in Tewksbury fortwo 
counts of forcible rape of a child. We at the Town Crier couldn't 
write a story on the arrest, because the police said they were not 

illowed to give out any details of the case. Say what? The arrest was 
nade, but the story remains lo¢ked inside the police files. 

Granted, there is always thevissue of the victim's family and their 
orivacy. That is an issue for the newspapers to decide, not the 
»lice, and we at the Town Crier maintain a policy of never naming 
tictims, and we'll go that extra mile to protect their privacy. Fine! 

Just last week, a man named Robert Dussault was arrested in 
‘ewksbury on nine vehicle-related charges, apparently following a 

igh-speed car chase. Again the police refused to release any details 
bout the car chase, including such basic facts as where the chase 
tarted and where it ended. Why? Because an arrest was made. 

The root of this problem is the CORI law, standing for Criminal 
Mfender Records Information. The ostensible purpose of the law, 
ccording to Tewksbury Police Chief John Mackey, is to keep 
ormer criminals from being haunted forever by their records. If 
he criminal wants to make a normal life for himself, the CORI law 
vill keep his criminal past from becoming public. 

But the law goes much further than expected. Those two reporters 
‘rom the Lawrence Eagle Tribune had to sidestep and dodge the 
CORI legislation to find out about the prison furlough program, 
and they earned themselves a Pulitzer Prize for their work. Having 
once called Cedar Junction to get details on the death of one of Dr. 
Mahoney's killers, I've seen CORI in action. I was “stonewalled.” 

Without much fanfare, the police:rely on calls from the general 
dublic to report suspicious activity. In the same vein, a story about 
an arrest or an unsolved case may prompt some hitherto unknown 
eader to come forth with possibly vital evidence. Reporters and 
20ps have always had a good working relationship, for good reason. 
We newshounds don't always print every detail that we know, and 
he cops, naturally enough, don't show all of their cards either. 
Both sides benefit from a good press-police relationship. 

So long as the press remains handcuffed by CORI, however, we 
can barely give you the simplest details of criminal activity. So too 
are the cops limited in how much public support they can generate 
through the use of the media. It really isn't the fault of the police. 

To look at it another way, you don't have the right to know what is 
happening in your own town. If someone is arrested, he disappears! 

According to Chief Mackey, once a suspect leaves the police 
station for the courthouse, nothing further may be released about 
the case. That's outrageous! The DA just doesn't have full details 
on the case, and certainly not in time for fresh news. And under 
CORI, the arresting officer isn't even allowed to discuss the crime! 

Regarding those alleged sexual offenses, were any other kids 
approached? Did he work for a day care center? Are there any 
unsolved cases that might be involved with this one? 

We'll never know. 

During that car chase, were any parked vehicles sideswiped along 
the way? Was anyone run off the road? Was there a danger posed 
to the public? 

We don't know. 

The state Legislature is now considering a re-write of the CORI 
program, and they'd better act fast. Press organizations all over the 
Commonwealth are gearing up for a legal battle, and they rarely 
lose. The fight will undoubtedly involve high-caliber attomeys 
all sorts of do-gooders on the other side, but the bottom line is that 
the public is being harmed by the existing laws. You're right to 
know is being damaged through the overprotection the criminals. 

Hopefully the state Legislators will blow the whole damned CORI 
thing right off the books, because the legal fight will be a nasty one.

beneficial insects, small children, 
cats, dogs, our native songbirds and 
yes, ourselves. 

‘Applied judiciously (meaning 
strictly according to directions) and 
late in the evening to allow bees 
safe return to their hives, toxic 
pesticides probably do not do a 
great deal of harm to air, soil, and 
animal life. The problem here is 
that many (perhaps most) 
gardeners do not use toxic 
insecticides with the care and 
caution they require. 

Thave been using Sevin (chemical 
name carbaryl) for 20 years, and 
always .with great care. 
Nevertheless, each time I have used 
it, I have had a feeling of 
uneasyness. The truth is, do we not 
really know for certain if there are 
some negative side effects inherent 
in the use of toxic plant control 
agents which simply have not been 
identified as yet. Example: when 
we apply Sevin, or methoxychlor 
or diazinon to our plants, the dust 
Of spray must pass through the air 
to reach the target. Since some of 
this toxic material remains in the 
air, we run the very real*risk of 
taking small quantities into our 
lungs. Over many years, the 
cumulative effects could well be 
significant. Some will argue that 
the negative effects are almost nil. 
(Certainly the pesticide manufac- 
turers will so argue.) The truth is, 
we do not know how much or how 
litle harm we are doing to 
ourselves and to the environment 
by using the standard toxic 
insecticides, More and more, I find 
myself using less Sevin and more 
rotenone, a non toxic "organic" 


¢ sardening 


insect control agent. 

For those of us who fret about all 
of this, there is good news. A whole 
new industry has emerged over the 
last s@veral years, devoted to 

ing what have been referred 
to as "biopesticides.” Although still 
in its infancy with much work to be 
done, this alternative to toxic 
pesticides may well be the answer 
to our concerns. Biopesticides are 
derived from natural fatty acids 
which will not harm birds, 
children, and pets (or air, water 
and soil) and are targeted at 
controlling just about all of the 
insect pests we battle every 
summer. 

You may already have seen them 


on the shelves at Mahoney's, 
Pinewood Gardens and other 
garden supply centers. The largest 
company in this business markets 
its products under the name Safer, 
and their number one seller is 
called Safer insecticidal soap. Their 
headquarters is here in Newton, 
Ma. | tried this product for the first 
time this summer and can attest that 
it does work, although, as expected 
not as efficiently as the stronger, 
toxic pesticides. Probably its chief 
advantage for me is that I did not 
experience that twinge of concern I 
have always noted in the past, while 
applying Sevin. 

What do others think about the 
biopesticides? Bruce Butterfield, 
research director at the National 
Gardening Association in Vermont 
says, "Safer-represents one of the 
first alternatives to main-line 
chemicals in the consumer market 
place." Bob Thomson, host of 
WGBH's Victory Garden, is a new 
fan of the non-toxic Safer type 


“control agents, and is currently 


running trials to test them further, 
Tom Oates of the Washington based 
National Coalition Against the 
Misuse of Pesticides says "Safer 
products work and we like them.” 

It is estimated that by the year 
2001, 60 percent of all insect 
control agents in use, commercial 
and home, will be biopesticides, 
For this gardener, that is, indeed, 
good news.

Controversy surrounds truck 
exclusion, fence safety issues 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Discussion of two "safety issues” 
in the Salem Street area concerning 
a truck exclusion and a fence in 
violation of a zoning bylaw led to a 
verbal confrontation and a call for 
Wilmington police at Monday's 
board of selectmen meeting. 
Chairman Jim Stewart asked that 
‘Tony Capuano and his son Mark be 
escorted from the meeting so order 
could be restored as Mark 
exchanged words with Biggar 
Avenue resident Charles Tremblay. 

At the center of the controversy 
was a complaint filed by some 
neighbors against Capuano's fence 
at the comer of Ring and Salem 
streets. In a petition, neighbors 
claimed the fence blocked visibility 
and was the cause of "many" 
accidents in the area. After a town 
investigation, it was discovered 
Capuano was in violation of a 
bylaw stating the fence can be no 
higher than two and a half feet. 
Capuano was asked to scale down 
the fence or face court action. 

Capuano charged that his fence, 
which had reportedly been standing 
for 16 years, has not caused any 
accidents, Safety Officer Bobby 
Shelley confirmed that there had 
been no accidents in that 
intersection for at least one and a 
half years.

Ristuccia Arena 
open again 


‘The Ristuccia Ice Arena was open 
last week, after having been closed 
briefly following the serving of a 
cease and desist order by the Mass, 
Dept. of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) on August 
26. The order came after a series of 
misunderstandings which began 
when the arena authority appealed 
an order of conditions which had 
been issued by the local conserva- 
tion commission on June 17, 

‘The appeal was on only one of the 
54 conditions in the order, That 
condition would block the adding 
of any impervious material to the 
site, or in other words, prevent the 
further building of any kind on the 
site. The condition was added to the 
order after some members of the 
conservation commission had 
signed the order. The arena 
authority appealed this condition, 
maintaining that it was a loss of 
Property rights. 

The arena, meanwhile, has been 
open for a couple of years. What 
has been lacking is landscaping. 
The completion of the landscaping 
was included in the order of 
conditions, as a means of prevent- 
ing erosion and siltation, 

When the DEQE received the 
appeal, it had not received the new 
order of conditions. So when it

Wilmington Family Counseling 
seeks additional funds

Representatives of the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service (WFCS) paid a visit to the 
board of health Monday seeking 
Support for more funds to improve 
services to the community and 
expand the scope of their program. 

Since the non-profit organization 
‘is funded through a line item in the 
health department budget, the 
directors felt that the board of 
health was the obvious answer to 
their needs. 

Chairman Jim Ficociello felt 
otherwise. He warned that with less 
State funds slated to come to 
Wilmington in the future, money 
will be tight. He suggested the 
Board of Directors should either 
consider increasing costs to patients 
to become more self-sufficient or 
80 directly to voters with a warrant 
article asking that the town pay in 
Proportion to the amount of service 
being provided to Wilmington 
citizens, 

Dr. Carol Golub, who heads the 
service, recognized that more of a 
commitment may be needed on the 
part of the town, She said she would 


like to broaden services to include 
the elderly and handicapped and 
perhaps the school system. She said 
she would like to keep referral lines 
open and develop more programs. 
She explained that "we're feeling a 
treméndous pressure on our 
services” and she herself was not 
always compensated for extra 
administrative work. 

Directors were adament that 
they've increased patient costs to 
those in the lower income brackets 
as much as possible. They said it 
would be defeating their purpose of 
reaching those who can least afford 
counseling to raise prices further. 
Kevin Sowyrda maintained that 
WECS offers a “unique” service to 
Wilmington and the public today 
feels “strongly” about the 
availability of counseling services. 
He 3aid it was time to set priorities. 

Wilmingion Family Counseling 
opens its doors to any resident 
needing help with personal, family, 
or other problems. Patients pay for 
services according to a sliding fee 
scale. WFCS offices are located in 
the professional building on Main 
Street across from Dunkin’ Donuts.

Sowyrda explained the monies will 
help replace some of the $600,000 
cut from the budget because of the 
failure to fund the Voke Aid Bill in 
its entirety. 

On a personal level, Sowyrda said 
he would like to see a portion of the 
grant go toward new textbooks and 
residential placement costs for 
special needs youngsters.

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Health director 
pursues 
court order 
to demolish 
building 


The owner of a home destroyed 
by fire over Memorial Day 
weekend is being taken to court by 
Wilmington Health Director Greg 
Erickson for failure to comply with 
an order of his board. 

The board gave Lake Street 
resident Bernard Eaton 90 days to 
demolish or rehabilitate his home 
after fire gutted his residence last 
spring. The board noted Monday 
that Eaton has neither complied 
with the order nor asked for a 
formal extension of time. 

Erickson said he will pursue the 
matter in court this Thursday and 
ask the clerk to issue a court order 
to demolish the building. The 
structure and property had been the 
focus of neighborhood complaints 
because of alleged unsanitary 
conditions for a number of years 

Erickson warned neighbors in 
attendance at the health board 
meeting that the courts could still 
delay the proceedings by alloting 
more time to clean up the property 
or by only issuing fines. 

Chairman Jim Ficociello urged a 
speedy resolution to the problem 
when he said * let's get bids and 
demolish it. Let's get it done.” 

Eaton told the Town Crier that he 
has been working to try to arrange 
financing for a new modular home 
on the site, and that funding has 
now been secured. In the meantime, 
he said, he has been working piece- 
meal to try to clean up the property 
without adequate funding

Hurricane leaves trail of 
wreckage and death... 

Wednesday: The worst storm of 
its kind in history swept through 
New England leaving a trail of 
death and destruction mounting in 
the millions, much of it 
irreparable. 

It will be days before the total 
amount of damage to life and 
property can be estimated as light, 
phone and telephone wires are 
down. Street cars, trains and buses 
stood stalled as the storm rose in all 
its fury to 90 miles an hour, tearing 
up poles, trees and even homes. 

Thousands were marooned in 
cities as train service drew to a 
stand-still and roads became 
impassable due to falling trees and 
poles. 

Adding to the misery of the 
hurricane came floods, fire, tidal 
waves and breaking dams. Many 
persons are missing in the Cape 
Cod district. 

Southern New England states 
were hit as bad as the Cape section. 
Martial law was declared in many 
sections. Militia were on duty in 
Woburn, North Adams, Fall River, 
Northampton, Somerville, Worces- 
ter, Lowell, New Bedford, Mel- 
rose, Everett, Stoncham and 


Springfield. 

Parts of Conn. and Rhode Island 
were isolated as tidal waves 
pounded the coast line, 

Deaths were known to be over 
500. 

Wilmington farcd well in 
comparison with many cities and 
towns although the damage is 
immense. 

All available police and firemen 

wre on duty, as were the veterans 
organizatons, welfare workers and 
W.P.A. 
Debris is fast being cleared up by 
local organizations. A falling tree 
snapped off, sending half of its 
trunk through the roof of Mrs. 
Olive Oman's home on Church 
Suet. 

The roof of the Lake School was 
torn off during the storm. 

The Lake district was hard hit 
Much of the damage is irreparable 
as many camps and year round 
homes were partially and wholly 
destroyed by falling trees and by 
poles, 

A tee crashed on the roof of 
Mrs. Isabelle McMahon's home on 
Middlesex Avenue, causing 
considerable damage 

Dr. McDougall worked by candle 
light at the height of the storm on 
Wednesday, on a child birth case of 
Mrs. Sullivan of Milligan Grove. 

Milligan Grove, one of the 
hardest hit spots in town, had to be 
cleared somewhat before the doctor 


could get into the house. 

Mrs. Brennan cf Grove Avenue 
was removed to St. John’s Hospital 
Wednesday, by Officers McAn- 
drews and Newcomb. 

Tree Warden Babine and his crew 
of 30 men cleared the way of poles, 
trees and debris to get the 
ambulance through.

Thursday while directing a work 
party, cleaning up debris on 
Middlesex Ave., near High Street. 

Joe Galka was struck by a flying 
limb while doing duty near the 
Reading, Wilmington line early 
Thursday morning. His hand may 
be broken. 

Large plate glass windows of the 
Saltonstall headquarters, Wilming- 
ton Centre, were blown out. 

For the first time in the history of 
Wilmington, seagulls landed on 
Silver Lake. Forced inland by the 
storm, the gulls adopted the lake as 
a haven, 

It is estimated that well over 1000 
tees and 250 poles are down in 
Wilmington. 

One of the most interesting 
things about the whole clamity is 
the good natured way in which the 
people have taken their 
misfortunes. 

Another is a ride at night thru the 
dark sircets, to see the candle lights 
flickering in windows, bringing us 
back to the days of mother and dad 
and kerosene lamps.

Raptors, or birds of prey, are on 
the upswing once again. 

A few decades ago, the pesticide 
DDT was in widespread use, to kill 
bugs in every location from farm 
fields to backyard gardens, Thanks 
in large part to the book "Silent 
Spring" by Rachel Carson, we quit 
using the evil stuff. 

Fish, mammals and smaller birds 
ate the poisoned bugs, but their 
bodies didn't break down the DDT 
and it stayed in circulation in the 
food chain. Eventually the raptors 
ate the fish, mammals and small 
birds, and the DDT ended up in 
their systems as well. 

DDT causes birds to lay eggs with 
terribly thin shells, and few young 
survive. In time, with no young 
birds coming on line, we finally 
noticed that there were fewer and 
fewer of the birds of prey across 

~ the country. 

So, we finally outlawed DDT, and 
now the tide has turned in the right 
direction for the meat eating birds. 

As with so many aspects of this 
Age of Technology, we just didn't 
know what we were doing wrong at 
the-time. Now we know, so we 
corrected the problem, That lack of 
knowledge will happen again, and 
we need to keep our eyes open at all 
times and to all things for impact on 
the environment. We live in an age 
where nightmares become real, and 
with terrifying speed. 

For the birds of prey, however, 
their nightmare is finally over. 

Hawks circling overhead is not an 
unusual sight anymore. We're only 
now learning about the migratory 
patterns of hawks, but migrate 

certainly do, late in the y 
and their scream. 


back into the Commonwealth, most 
notably in and around the Quabbin 
Reservoir. The national symbol is 
alive and well in Massachusetts, 

Just this past spring, a nesting pair 
of goshhawks along the Squanna- 
cook River kept chasing fly fishers 
and other intruders into the water. 
The state posted wardens to keep 
the newlyweds from bothering the 
humans, and vice versa. 

Pigeons in major American cities 
once ruled the parking lots, but 
many now live in fear of the newly- 
returned falcons. In Salt Lake City, 
for example, the pigeons no longer 
fly off in loose gaggles. Now they 


looks like a swarm of fighter planes 
around a crippled bomber, and it's 
kind of fun to watch, really. 

After a brush with extinction at 
the hand of man, the birds of prey 
are returning to their old hunting 
grounds, The'majestic circling of a 
hawk, high overhead, is being seen 
more and more in the skies over 
New England. 

And such a lovely sight it is.

stick close to the ground, with a lot 
of zig-zags in their flight. Awww. 

But for those of us who fish, the 
osprey, better known as the fish 
hawk, is perhaps the most visible 
example that the raptors are back. 

Primarily coastal birds, the white 
and black osprey sometimes hunt in 
fresh water instead of salt marshes. 
And with a wingspan of nearly four 
feet, they're tough to miss. 

Since the osprey are expanding in 
both numbers and area, don't be too 
surprised if one appears at your 
favorite bass pond. You might be 
embarassed, but don't be surprised. 


Back in the mid-1960s, before the 
osprey were literally wiped out, 
one big fish hawk used to work my 
favorite pond to feed its young. I 
have vivid memories of watching 
that bird pull one- and two- pound 
fish, mostly bass, from the same 
water that I was fruitlessly flailing. 

Osprey like to circle high over- 
head, looking for fish hanging near 
the surface, (How they can even sce 
fish in the water from that altitude 
is a pure mystery, but it seems to 
work for them.) Once a target is 
picked, they swoop in low from the 
side, then dip their talons into the 
water and hoist out their catch. Not 
a single feather is dampened in the 
Process, but bigger fish make them 
flap hard to get back up to altitude. 

It's awfully embarassing to watch 
a bird catch fish left and right while 
you go empty-handed, but osprey 
will do it every time. 

Another protection given to all 
birds of prey, from eagles to owls, 
are stiff federal penalties for killing 
or disturbing them. Ifva bird uses a 
set of steak-knives for toenails, just 
leave it the hell alone. 

One minor amusement found in 
the return of the raptors comes 
when smaller birds, such as house 
sparrows, decide they just don't 
waft any predators in the neighbor- 
hood. The sparrows fearlessly dive 
to the attack, repeatedly swooping 
and pecking to chase the big brute 
away. But the raptor can't hope to 
match the sparrow's maneuverable, 
high-speed flight, and the smart 
money is on the sparrow. The scene
